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end others assured the Director that the Agency Directive of 15 July 
1952 «nd the chart attached thereto very definitely did contain the kind 
of language reecamsended for revision in the dark Committee report, tuad 
that under the language of this Directive and chart, aa well as certain 
other organisational documents, the position of the office of the DD/P 
is Quite anomalous. Da aaurasr to f urther questions from the Director, 

Mr. Kirkpatrick very precise statements with re- 

gard to the effect of the existing language etc . , stating that under the 
wording of these provisions, etc. the DD/P does not have caaaaaad respon- 
sibilities or authority except within the headquarters organization (it 
is completely lacking as regards the overseas part of the organization *) 
an d even within headquarters the area division chiefs are set up as the 
executives of the DCI — thus casting a cloud upon the position of the 
BD/P in the Chain of command and giving the area division Chiefs as least 
a technical right of direct access to the Director. 

3# Yhe Director stated that he had not been aware of this language 
or of its significance and that he did not agree with this concept. He 
directed that the language and other provisions be appropriately revised 
and that the revisions be reflected in the Agency’s comments upon recam- 
aeadetiona of the Clark Committee in such a manner as to indicate that we 
had improved our organizational structure responsive to this particular 
recommendation . He specifically referred to the Agency Directive of 15 
July 1952, to the chart attached thereto, and to "any and all other docu- 
ments both here and abroad** which are inconsistent with the concept whihh 
he holds. 3he Director instr ucted Hr. Kirkpatrick, in conjunction with 

to draw up la ng ua g e which will "reflect 
elffsrly that th* DD/P Is la erf his entire area" and submit this 

ii wgiiAff* to the BD/P and his principal staff officers for approval or 
comments.

not f ully agree with this interpretation of the existing documents and do not be- 
lieve that most overseas Station Chiefs would g o so far as to d eny any and all BD/P 
authority over them. However it was useful to make the point in 

this lay since it served to point up ana clarify the issue.
